Answers to the hundreds of rural

48, 72 or 96 hour 1 will get a 

card with their bearing the 

‘stamp of the issuing unit. The 
name, regimental number and rank 
plus the number of meals served 
by the hostess must be entered by 
the visitor. The hostess on her part 
‘signs the card enters the number 
of meals she has served, When 
“nine meals has been served the 
card is taken or sent to the nearest 

, Local Ration Board which _ then 
issues coupons for a_ two-weeks 
supply of any rationed commodity 
the hostess may desire, Thats all 
there is to it. 

Most foods with few evceptions 
have increased in ‘supply moving 
into civilian consumption over the 
pre-war years. Take fluid mille for 
instance. Per capita consumption 
has risen to 456.3 pounds per capita 
403.3 pounds for the five year 
“petiod before the war. Cheese even 

an increas>-inproduction ‘s 
about the same at 3.9 pounds, All 
extra supplies of course went to 
the United Kingdom. Evapotated 
whole milk consumption was al- 
most doubled at 12.1 per capita. 
Meats with the main increase in 
beef moved from 120.1 in the 
period fram 1935-39 to 1344 im 1943. 
More employment payrolls account 
for it, 

Department of labor reveals that 
2,400 prisoners of war are working 
on 25 labor projects across the 
country mostly producing fuel 
wood-the daily rate per prisoner as 
high as 1% tons a day. Some are 
on farms in Carleton County Ont- 
ario some in Brooks Alberta. Em- 
ployers pay the going wage to the 
department which pays prisoners 
in accordance with international 
convention, 


You’ve heard a lot about tea and 
coffee lately. Here is the latest 
dope from the W.P.T.B. At the pre- 
sent rate of consumption there is 
just enough team the country to 
last five or six months—a s mall 
amount considering the precarious- 
ness of the war in the Pacific. 
Moreover 20 per cent of Canada’s 
tea supply is needed for the Arm- 
er Forces and the Red Cross, Just 
recently the Red Cross asked for a 
goodly increase of tea for prisoner 
of war parcels, As for coffee Can- 
ada is bringing in as much as she 
is allowed in, her shipping alloca- 
ition and it’s barely enough to meet 
the present consumption, The board 
steadily discourages serviniz tea or 
coffee at any but the regular meals 
and for that also urges that any 
but the regular meals be discontin- 
ued for the duration. 

There is a definite shortage of 
metal drums (galvinjzed iron and 
similar containers.) Storekeepers. 
farmers and others who have 
empty drums are asked to return 
them as soon as possible to the 
company whose name appears on 
the drum or to authorized salvage 
dealers. Prices will be paid accord. 
ing to the size ard the weight of 
the drums.
